1. Screen for holding refuse sacks (7) open, cha- 
racterized in 

that the screen (1) is shorter than the refuse sack 
(7) such that open parts (7b) of the refuse sack (7) can 
be folded into the screen (1) , 

that the screen (1) is designed to stretch the re- 
fuse sack (7) , and 

that a locking device (11) is provided on the screen 
(1) such that open parts (7b) of the refuse sack (7) can 
be pressed on said locking device (11) . 

2. Screen according to claim 1, characte-

that the screen (1) consists of elastic material 
and is compressible from a normal shape to a narrower 
shape ,
